We are informed the 
an unusually large crowd war 
present and that more genuine en- 
thusiasm was manifested than for 
many years. The next appoint- 
ment was at Jamestown and there 
fully 1,000 were out to hear the 
two distinguished gentlemen and 
to give them a hearty welcome. 
From Jamestown to Columbia 
many were out on the road side to 
see the Governor and to give him 
a hearty shake of the hand, and 
in justice to Mr. Beckham, it 
seemed to us that be enjoyed stop- 
ping and shaking hands with the 
men, women and children even 
more than they, if possible.

He remark- 
ed that it was a great pleasure to 
be in thia part of the State, that 
the desirf, manifested along the 
route to -meet him was trnly com- 
mendabJ.e and highly appreciated 
by hinvself. 

On reaching Columbia, he and 
Mr. James and the two reporters, 
Graiium Vreeland, of the Courier- 
Journal, and Tom Wallaoe of the 
Hentld, were all given a hearty 
welcome at the Marcum Hotel 
and every courtesy shown within 
the reach of our people to make 
their stay a pleasant one. Early 
Thursday morning a reception 
was held in the public room of the 
hotel, the Governor being intro* 
duced to hundreds of Democrats 
by Mr. Jaa. Garnett, Jr. 

In the afternoon fully 3,000 
people assembled on our Fair 
Grounds to hear the issues pre- 
rf-i.ted from a Democratic stand- 
point. Gov. Beckham was intro- 
duced in a Lnef and interesting 
manner by Hon. J. F. Montgom- 
ery and Congressman James mede 
his bow to the vast assembly after 
Judge James Garnett had enthusi- 
astically introduced him. 

Gov, Beck-ham's speech was 
along the lino of his opening ad- 
dress at Winchester which is pub- 
lished on the first page of this pa- 
per. He is aD easy and pleasant 
speaker and during the one hour 
and ten minubes which he occupi- 
ed he had the undivided attention 
of the vast throng who heard hiuo.

Heretofore the Lebanon 
team had carried off the laurels, 
but this time ability and determi- 
nation asserted their power and 
our neighbor boys proved too 
strong aw.d skillful for the biue- 
grass pl/iyers to maintain their 
reoord. At 1 p. m. 1,500 to 2000 
people at sembled in a beautiful 
grove and paid the closest atten- 
tion to the speeches of their dis- 
tinguished visitors.
